SACRAMENTO, March 17.—The B 


iog Bee has given out a statement in re 
gard to the resolutions passed by thi 
Sacramento board of trade on Honda; 
IflBt in boycotting the paper. The Bei 
Bays: 


The boycott resolutions were adopted 


on a statement made by some members 
of the citizens legislative cor ;j&tee oi 
sixty that certain legislator*"Bad re- 
quested each action as a condition pre- 
cedent to a reconsideration of the vote 
on the removal of the capital. 


Tiio Bee flatly denies that any legiela- 


tor eyer made such a request, and it 
charges that the enemies of the paper 
deliberately falsified the facts. It inter* 
viewed every legislator to be found on 
the floor Tuteday night, and all deny 
that they made or had heard of any such 
request. 


The Bee also Bays that of over 100 leg 


ialatora interviewed by the Bee all, with 
the exception of eix, state that the Bee's 
article in no way affected their vote on 
the removal of the capital, and three of 
those excepted aay it only partially 
affected them. 


Senator Seymour and Assemblyman 


Lynch of San Bernardino, who puehed 
the measure: have famished a statement 
over their signatures that the Bee'a arti- 
cles were in no way the cause of their 
feeling against Sacramento, bat that it 
wee due to the action of the Sacramento 
legislators and other parties in interfer- 
ing with the Riverside county bill.

A Canadian In a Bad Way I'o 


Swindling. 


SAN FHANCISCO, March 17.—Creditor 


of J. H. Turner, u real estate dealer wh 
came hern from Woodstock, Ont., eigh 
years ago, claim to have been swindle 
by him out of- over $400,000, and ar 
seeking to regain their money. 
The, 


allege that Turner conducted all bis ran 
estate transactions through bis type- 
writer, Misa Lizzie O'Donnell, and tba 
his practice was to sell the same piece o 
land to several different parties. Twi 
Fresno ranches were each sold twice, *n< 
land in Santa Cruz county was disposed 
of four times in the flame manner. Tur 
ner also secured the confidence of a num 
her of money brokers here and others 
whom be induced to invest $100,000 in 
the 
Owena Valley Water Ootnpany 
scheme to irrigate lands in Inyo county 
They gave their notes in amounts rang 
ing from $10,000 to $25,030, with the 
verbal understanding that they were not 
to be used until they conld be paid from 
Ibe profits of the scheme. Turner, how 
ever, negotiated the notes at severa 
banks, obtaining $52,000 on them. He 
ihen dropped the irrigation scheme. The 
aanks will bring etiit to collect the notes, 
and the makers ot them have nothing to 
show for their money. These facts were 
broneht out by a suit filed by Turner to 
lissolve an attachment on some Fresnc 
anda. Turner's office is closed, and il 
was stated that he was at home in a dy 
log condition.

The San Francisco Chronicle which 


has taken tbe Bido of the defense has tho 
following to Bay regardm* MeWhirter'a 
record, as an argument why he should 
have committed suicide rather than sub- 
mit to being murdered :

His associates bought him out for $2000.

Wliy Milk UlUcro In QimUty.. 


Milk is more Gusceptiblo to changes 


from tho normal condition thau uiiy 
Other food1 product. The first class of 
changes has been brought about by tbo 
action of breeders. By many years of 
attention 1 c- breeding for fat production, 
it is now possible to get milk which may 
bo twice as rich aa thy normal. On tho 
other hand, other breeders have- paid 
especial attention to production of largo 
quantity, even at tho expense of quality, 
until pure milk is sometimes produced 
having as low as 10 per cent, of solids, 
when the normal is 11). per cent. 


A second set of causes which influence 


tho quality of milk grows out of the ig- 
noranco or carelessness of tho producer 
or seller. Where tuo persons held the 
exploded idea of tho value of one cow's 
milk for children anything in the treat- 
ment of tho cow which affects its nervous 
temperament may unfit it for food for 
very young children. Unclcauliness or 
neglect is of ten a grave source of trouble 
In the handling of milk, not only on ac- 
count of tho possibilities oE tho addition 
of visible filth, but because milk is pe- 
culiarly susceptible to odor, various 
kinds of bacteria and disease germs. 
Epidemics of scarlet fever aud typhoid 
fever have been traceable to tho milk 
supply, unclean cans and other uleugils, 
and particularly to propagating bacteria.
